MEXICAN REBELS THREATEN 
500 AMERICAN FAMILIES. 


Hungry Army Likely to Loot Residences 
of United States Citizens Located Far 
from the Border.

SCORE ON BOARD HURT. 


Expert Busy When Crash Comes 
Showing Regular Engineer 
How to Speed. 


A Chicago bound suburban train on the 
Pere Marquette rallroad, carrying 300 pas- 
sengers and running at a speed of fifty-five 
miles an hour, jumped the tracks seven miles 
east of Michigan City yesterday afternoon, 
injuring more than a score of persons, sev- 
eral severely. 

The train was derailed, two cars were 
flung into a ditch fifteen feet deep, and the 
right of way was torn up for nearly 200 yards. 
Only the fact the under structure of the 
cars was of steel, it is believed, prevented 
many fatalities. 

The accident was declared due to ov er- 
speeding. The engine, too light for the pace 
at which it was running, suddenly jumped 
the rails. One theory was that the rails 
spread. The road's officials asserted a loose 
plank at the crossing stuck up and caused 


the trouble. 


Most Seriously Injured. 
Those most seriously injured were:

Two Engineers in Charge. 

The train started with two engineers in 
charge, one the regular engineer on that 
run and the other an expert whose business 
it was to show the regular man how to get 
more speed out of his locomotive. This spe- 


cal man was at the throttle at 4 o'clock 


when the train reached a road crossing just 
outside of a little town called Porter. 
“Something went wrong with the under- 
gearing of the locomotive at the crossing. 
The exact nature of the trouble has not 
been ascertained. The engine fairly flew 
off the rails and plunged ahead along the 
right of way. Couplings of the cars at- 
tached to the baggage car parted under the 
Strain and the coaches, carried ahead by 
their own impetus, began leaping wildly 
along the tracks. 

Two of them, after going a short distance, 
roNed over into the ditch. The others, tear- 
ing up the ties at every jump, passed on and 
finally came to a standstill in variousstages 
of ruin crosswise of the tracks. 


Tells How Her Baby Was Saved. 


Mrs. Marie Samuels, who lives at 2814 
Archer avenue, on her arrival in Chicago on 
the made up train told bow her 11 months’ 
old baby was saved from possible death. 


‘When the accident happened the baby was 


knocked to the floor from the seat in which 
it lay asleep and rolled under the seats. 

Mrs. Samuels was thrown across the aisle 
by the impact, and her 12 year old daughter, 


| Florence, incurred a broken leg by an over- 


turning seat. When Mrs. Samuels looked for 
her baby she found it unhurt and smiling, 
lodged between the supports of the seat and 
the radlator. 

A soon as the rescuers had got their 
bearings help was ordered from Michigan 
City and a number of physicians hurried to 
the scene in automobiles. After the wounds 
of the more seriously hurt had been dressed 
they were carried back to Michigan City 
and placed in hospitals. 

One of the chair cars was then righted and 
an engine pulled it to Michigan City, where 
it was attached to another train and hauled 
to Chicago carrying many of the passen- 
gers who were unhurt.

True to her interpretation of the tele- 
phoned order, Mrs. Wilcox held the red 
board on No. 4, causing the delay which 
in turn was responsible for the fatal delay to 
the Hmited. 

“Am holding No. 1.“ ohe advised the dis- 
patcher. : 

“Well, let them 80.“ answered the dis- 
patcher. J only wanted her arrive) at 
Hinsdale so as to get the freight in the 
clear.“ 

No. 4's train crew, apprised of the mistake, 
then called the flagman in and the train 
Started. 


Hears Overland Approaching. 

The whistling of thé Overland could then 
be heard in the distance. Stopping tt was 
necessary, as No. 4 had not time to cléar the 
block at Congress Park.

Alterations Justified on Basis of 
Double Meanings in Orig- 
inal Text. |

LONDON, July 16.—A deputation of stu- 
dents headed by William Boyd-Carpente-:, 
M. A., a son of the bishop of Ripon, has ap- 
proached the archbishop of Canterbury with 
some criticisms of the revised version of the 
Bible. 

The archbishop asked for a specimen which 
is published today. It consists of St. Paul's 
Epistie to the Hebrews as drafted on lines 
urged by the revisers. It is explained by the 
revisers that they have not interfered with 
the best known passages and that they have 
only corrected needless ambiguities or when 
some elucidation was necessary. 

The fact that recent editions of the revised 
version were issued without marginal notes, 
which lays the issuers of the University 
Press open to a charge of having adopted. a. 
particular fo:m. of translation as an author- 
ized version, was pointed out by Mr. Boyd- 
Carpenter.

Some of Changes Proposed. 


In the specimen printed today of the Epistle 
of the Hebrews there is a change in chapter 
IX. which deals with the efficacy of the sac- 
rifices of buils and goats of the Old Testa- 
ment. Here arises the old question of cove- 
nant inetead of testament, the Greek 
original diatheke ‘meaning either. The 
revisers adopted “‘ covenant "’ on the ground 
that there is no English word covering both. 

In many cases the revisersadopted the reg- 
ular revised edition, as may be seen from 
some of the following extracts: 

In the second verse, first chapter, they 1 0 
inserted lest at any time we fall away. 

In the second chapter, ninth verse, the prem 
inal reads, *‘ but we see Jesus, who was made 
a ‘little lower than the angels for the guffer- 
ing of death, etc. This is changed to read, 
because of the suffering of death, etc. 

In the twelfth verse of the second chapter 
“in the midst of the church, etc., word 
church is changed to congregation. 


Change in Sixteenth Verse. 


In the sixteenth verse of the second chap- 
ter for verily he took not on him the nature 
of angels, but he took on him.“ etc., is 
changed to read: For verily he taketh not 
angeles for his, but he taketh the seed of 
Abraham.“ 

In the eighteenth verse of the third chapter 
the words ‘believed not at the end are 
erased and the word “ disobedient ”’ substi- 
tuted. : 

The third verse of the fourth chapter is 
thanged by the insertion of the word not 
— “ they shall not enter my rest,” etc 

In the fifth werse of the same chapter a 
negative is again inserted they shall not 
enter into my rest.“ 

In the second verse of the fifth chapter the 
word “ erring is inserted in place of them 
that are out of the way.“ 

In the seventh verse of the same chapter 
the last four words, in that he feared, are 


deleted and the words Godly fear substi- 


tuted. 
che latter part of the twenty-eighth verse 
of the seventh chapter of the epistle is 
changed to read ‘‘ oath which came after the 
law made the Son high priest, who is per- 
fected forever.“ 

The last words of the eleventh verse in this 
chapter, not of thie building,” are changed 
to read, not of this creation 


„patterns“ Changed to ‘Copies.’ 

In the fifteenth verse of this chapter the 
revisera have eliminated testament.“ as 
stated above, and inserted covenant.“ 

In the twenty-third verse of this same 
chapter the patterns of things is made 
to read the copies of things.“ 

In the twenty-sixth verse at the consum- 
mation of the témes hath he fs substituted 
for in the end of the world hath he.“ 

The twenty-fifth verse of the tenth chapter 
is altered by using the word encouraging 
instead of exhorting.’

The defense made a futile effort to obtain a 
copy of the testimony given before the grand 
jury last February by Olaf A. Tveitmoe, the 
San Francisco labor leader.

Mrs. Alexander's repetition of the story 
she sald her brother had told her was de- 
tailed and explicit in its revelation of horror. 


Story of Crime, 

According to Assistant District Attorney 
Nott she told the jury that her brother said 
he had met JuHa Connors on Saturday night 
and asked her to take a pair of opera glasses 
to his home, which 16 just across the hall 
from the vacant flat where the murder was 
committed. The young man said he followed 
the girl, and, at the top of the stairs, pushed 
her into the vacant flat and attempted to 
attack her. |

HOPE FOR MISSING LINK. 


Hotel Telephone Operator Has 
Check on Calls Which May 
Reveal Conspirators. 


Grand jury indictments against persons 
charged with conspiring to ruin the reputa- 
tion of Clarence S. Funk through the trumped 
up alienation suit of John C. Henning are 
expected next Saturday or Monday. States 
Attorney Wayman will sum up his evidence 
before the inquisitorial body Friday. 

Miss Nellie F. Sullivan, a telephone oper- 
ator at the Grand Pacific hotel, it is said 
will be ome of the prosecution's best wit- 
nesses. This young woman was taken be- 
fore Mr. Wayman on a subpeena yesterday 


ing link between the arch conspirators and 
the witnesses who have confessed to per- 
jury. 

Miss Sullivan’s evidence is next in {mpor- 
tance to that of Mrs. Henning, who has con- 
fessed,, it is said. Miss Sullivan supplies 
missing details which.

Operator Traces Calls. 

During the formation of the conspiracy 
there was much telephonic communication 
between the big plotters and the bellhops 
who have told the grand. jurors they had 
been “purchased” to give false evidence.

‘Although he gave himself up, Van Sickler 
writes, he was putin chains. He has had no 
cot to sleep on, he says, and he has been 
told that the hardships inflicted on him 
were at the request of the acting American 
consular agent. 


Prisoner Accuses Judge.

tried has ordered him harshly treated, and 
has said that Van Stekler, by killing Shaw, 
caused him (the judge) to lose a good income.
